COPENHAGEN, July 28.—Having taken

The surface 
was hilly and full of abysses, and as a con- 
gequence we and the dogs fell often through 
wow braes. We reached an altitude of 3,600 
feet and passed several high mountains be- 
tween Queen Louise's land and Piedeger- 
leche, mapping the border of the lanò from 
there and southward to Denmark fiord. 

On May 12 we stepped down from the in-

ROME, July 28.—The church has from 
time to time raised its voice in no uncertain 
manner over the present day fashions, with, 
it must be confessed, little appreciable ef- 
fect. 

Now the great Cardinal Cavallari, patri- 
arch of Venice, a personal friend of Pius 
X., has taken up the question, and in a 
discourse in the cathedral of the Queen of 
the Adriatic, he told the women of Venice, 
and, through the press, the women of al! 
Italy, what the church thinks of those who 
dress in the present extreme styles. 

His ecathing denunciation must have 
caused some searching of hearts in many 
of his congregation. It was noticeable thet 
day that confesrionals were overcrowded 
with women, although they appeared in.the 
objectionably cut garments, and have not 
yet discarded them. 


Says Attire Disgusts Men. 

The cardinal’s discourse is interesting even 
outside Italy. He recalled what St. Peter 
said on the subject of woman's greatest 
adornment and asked the pertinent question 
whether such was the leading idea among 
the women of the present day. Then he 
went on: 

“Today the immodesty of the mode of the 
dressing of many women has arrived at euch 
a point that even men who are naturally vir- 
tuous are disgusted and repelied. Where is 


day costumes? What does that impudent 
nudity mean but lack of virtue? I declare 
now, publicly, that at the firet Sunday com- 
munions at my house I shall not allow any 
one dressed in that way to appear with chil- 
dren. I am at home there and shall assert 
my authority.”

Political Students Discuss Demand 
for Reform in Administra- 
tion of Justice. 


COUNTY PAYS $3,300,000 A YEAR

ko person ought to find a certain 
remedy in the laws for all injuries and 
wrongs which he may recewe in hts person, 
property or reputation; he ought to obtain by 
law, right and justice freely, and without be- 
ing obliged to purchase d, completely and 
without denial, promptly and without delay. 

—IJillinois Bill of Rights. : 

This is the sort of justice guaranteed by 
the state constitution, of which the above 
excerpt from the declaration of rights is a 
part. To get that, the residents of Chicago 
will pay $3,300,000 this year in real money 
from the public treasuries. Are they getting 
what they pay for? Are they receiving what 
the framers of the constitution asserted is 
their right? 

Many pefsons answer no. There is a feel- 
ing that something, soméwhere, somehow is 
defective or missing in the courts. Just ex- 
actly whet ik is, the public does not have a 
clear idea. A few persons complain of the 
cost of justice More complain of the char- 
acter of decisions. Others criticize freely and 
frequently the time required to get a decision 
of any kind. There bas been considerable 
talk of law reform, ee 9 
professional hies 8 3 


It has been generally charged that the 
courts have not kept pace with the onwerd 
march of modern methods and democratic 
ideas. Neither the local bench nor bar con- 
tend that, in certain courts, justice ls being 
dispensed “promptly and without delay.” 
Privately, lawyers assert that the delays 
operate as denials and therefore Cook county 
is not getting justice “ completely and with- 
out dental.“ 

About à year ago it was deemed imperative 
that six additional judges be elected to the 
Supertor court bench. They were elected in 
November. If the court calendar was con- 
gested then, it is choked now. Then there 
were 9,434 cases pending, now there are 
12,044. Part of these new judges were placed 
in the Appellate court. There the cases pend- 
ing have been decreased about 11 per cent, 
Part of the added judges were sent to the 
Criminal court, where the calendar has been 
slightly enlarged. The Circuit court docket 
increased from 7,800 to 8,400. 


“Tribune” Urged to Make Study. 

THE TRIBUNE has been requested repeat- 
ediy to ascertain, if possible, what founda- 
tions there are for the complaints. Tur 
TRIBUNE desires to aid in solving the prob- 
lem. Even if the subject matter is dry and 
musty, this paper is willing to throw open its 
columns to judges, lawyers, complainants, 
defendants, and others who have pertinent 
and interesting information on the question. 
It is not desired, however, to beemirch the 
ermine nor rattle the bones of Wee skele- 
tons. 

The conditions in Chicago are likely to be 
found duplicated in other communities. Chi- 
cago has been characterized the most typical 
of American cities. Comments and criticisms 
of local courts have deen made in almost 
every corner of the country. So vigorous 
and frequent have been the expressions ot 
suspicions that students of the subject have 
been urging action for some time. 


Political Students Discuss Crisis. 

The talk has reached the stage where it 
approaches popular distrust. So serious is 
the situation that President Taft, Col. Roose- 
velt, Jane Addams of Hull House, President 
Hadley of Yale university, Gilbert E. Roe, 
New York legal writer; Senator La Follette 
of Wisconsin, Gov. Aldrich of Nebraska, and 
others have been discussing‘ the matter. 
They appreciate that lack of confidence is 
as much a real menace to a court as to a 
bank. 

President Taft has asserted that there is 
no question of more importance before the 
people today than the improvement of the 
administration of justice. In a speech in 
Chicago on Sept. 16, 1900, President Taft 
said: 

Ot all of the questions that are before the 
American people, no one le more important 
than this-to wit: the improvement of the 
administration of justice. We must make 
it o that the poor man will have an equal 
opportunity in litigating as the rich man, 

and under present conditions, ashamed as we 
may be of it, this ts not the fa 


iscussed by Roosevelt and Taft.

Tha germe of milk (outside of those of 
contagion) fall into three grouwps—the acid 
producers which sour milk, the peptonizers 


which give it a bitter taste, the inert or 


alkali producers which give it an old milk " 
taste. 

Pasteurizing kills these three groups in 
about the same proportion. 

Pasteurized milk does not become putrid 
or poisonous as fast as does raw milk. It 
does not, develop an old milk taste as fast 
as does raw milk. 

The bacteria do not multiply as rapidly in 
it as they do in raw milk. 


Dealers’ Statements Not Upheld. 


There is not one single statement made 
by the milk dealers or their advocates that 
Ayres and Johnson were able to sustain. 

At first’ these gentlemen said that pasteur!- 
zation would not kill the germs of tubereu- 
logia, but Rosenau of Harvard proved that it 
did. 

Lately they have said that nobody ever had 
shown that human beings could get tuber- 
culosie from the cow tuberculosis bacillus. 
The commission appointed by the British 
parliament spent seven years investigating 
that point. They reported in 1911, saying 
that they had positively proven that the 
cow tubercule bacillus could cause tubercu- 
losis in the human subject. They reported 
cases of lung, gland, ekin, bone, in fact, every 
kind of tuberculosis in adults and in babies 
caused by cow bacilli. They said tubercular 
milk caused human tuberoulosis About the 
same time the New York health department 
as the result of very extensive investigations, 
came to the same conclusion. 

Against the temperature provisions of the 
ordinance some of the opposition have argued 
impracticability. To which the very best 
answer is that it fa being done. 


New York Purity Pioneer. 

New York wes the pioneer on this point, 
and they have done it for years. In Omaha 
the temperature requirement is met, and if 
Omaha farmere and dealers can do it it will 
be right hard to convince the Chicago people 
that it ie impractical. Farm inspection and 
the permit system are in use and have been 
in use for years in nearly every American 
city, 

I was greatly surprised at a meeting otthe 
national mH etandards commission to learn 
that Chicago was the only city represented 
there thet did not have the permit system. 

The members of the opposition are concen- 
trating their talking in the main on two 
points, but the people should recognize thet 
there may be points of excellence in the ordi- 
nance. It is a material improvement over 


that passed in 1908. 


Responsibility with the People.

OFFER AID IN PURE MILK FIGHT 


Citizens Tell Ald. Nance They 
Will Give Time or Money. 


HOLD MEETING WEDNESDAY. 


May Be Called in Theater to Make 
Room for People. 


Financial assistance in Chicago's fight for 
pure milk was offered yesterday to Ald. 
Willis O. Nance, chairman of the city coun- 
cll committee on health. 

Dr. Nance has called a public meeting in 
the council chamber for 2 o'clock Wednes- 
day afternoon, but has expressed a fear that 
the room will be inadequate for the crowd 
that will answer the oall. Because of that 
he has considered the possibility of trang- | 
ferring the meeting toa theater, 

“The man who called on me, he sald, 
™ ete! ge his name be withheld, but I can 
say he is identified with one of the largest 
charitable organizations in the city. I told 
him I thought some theater manager would 
offer the use of his house without charge, 
but he asked to be notified immediately if it 
appears that financial assistance le neces- 
@ary. That question will depend on the de- 
velopments of the next few days.” 


Dr. Nance Issues Statement. 

In responge to requests for his views of the 
outlook, Dr. Nance issued a statement ex- 
pressing his confidence in the prospect. It 
follows: 

Interest in the crusade for a pure milk 


“supply for Chicago continues unabated, judg- 


ing from the scores of communications 
which have been received up to today from 
charitable organizations, women’s clubs, 
physicians, clergymen, and citizens. The 
people are alive to the situation. The press 
has awakened an interest in this vital sub- 
ject which is bound to assert itaelf. 

“The issues of this campaign seem to be 
‘the interests of the so-called small milk 
dealer and the opponente of pasteurization 
on the one hand and more than 2.000,000 
people striving for protection from disease 
on the other. As to which ¥lement will win 
there seems little doubt. The small dealer 
manifested his interest at the meeting of the 
council which defeated the ordinance a week 
ago. Will the people come to the front now 
to secure their own? This is their oppor- 
tunity to get what they want. 


Says Nation Is Watching. 

“The eyos of the nation are on us in this 
fight. We must win this contest. Chicago's 
gates are now open to germ laden milk. We 
must not wait for a death dealing epidemic 
to stir us to intelligent action. 

“A man came to me today with tears in 
his eyes commending the movement for pure 
milk. His dearest relative succumbed to a 


‘systemic infection directly attributable to 


impure milk. We have spent millions and 
milliong in securing a good drinking water 
supply for Chicago which has saved thou- 
sands of Hves. Here is an opportunity to 


obtain a good milk supply for the asking, 


Win the people who consume approximately 
1,000,000 quarts of milk a day ask for and 
demand it? I betieve they will. 
they'll get ft.’’ 


Gets Many Offers of Aid. 

Dr. Nance*recelved a number of telegrams 
and other meseages, the majority of which 
he said he would save for Wednesday’ ~ 
meeting, but he disclosed a few of them. 

“If you need me, let me know.“ was a 
message from Ald. Hugh Norris of the Sec- 
ond ward. Dr. Nance said similar requests 
had been made by other aldermen who are 
ouot of the city. Ald. Melville G. Holding of 
the Thirty-second ward was one of these, and 
Ald. Henry D. Capitain, now in Boston with 
a committee inspecting subways, said he 
would drop that trip and return to Chicago 
if his presence is thought necessary. Ald. 
George F. Harding notified Dr. Niance his 
attitude was misrepresentedin an interview 
last week,. He said he was in favor of Dr. 
Young’s ordinance at the time of its defeat | 
and was firmly convinced that measure or 
one similar to it should be passed as soon se 
possible. 

The Citizens’ association, through its secre- 
tary, Shelby M. Singleton, tendered to Chair- 
man Nance its hearty support.

Finally we had to go, and left the diaries”

We walked along the Coast 
to Cape Marie Valdimere, There we found 
two cans with meat exiract, and rested a 
few hours. From there we proceeded, much 
broken by hunger and cold. 

We tried to rest behind a stone the follow- 
ing night, but it was blowing too much for 
sleep. Because of the wind becoming 
stronger and the intense cold, we were forced 
to leave this refuge, where we found two 
emall cans of soup between stones. 

From there we went straight across coun- 
try and reached Denmark harbor at noon on 
Sept. 19. We tried to go back from here for 
our dairies in October, but had to give up 
the attempt after a day's striving. 


Storms Delay Journey. 
Uninterrupted storms delayed our journey 
southward to Winter harbor. We started 
finally on Nov. 3 and reached the harbor on 
the 25th after forty hours of continuous 
walking. 


We spent the winter there and sledged 


southward to the depot on the southeastern 


pomt of Shannon island. We shot bears“ 
and I was cured of the last remnant of the 
scurvy. 

We wanted to go to Base Rock island, but 
the conditione were too difficult, open water 
and deep snow on the inland ice preventing. 

We decided first to return for the diaries 
and siedged to Skaergaardsfiord to get them. 
Beare had discovered the depot and apread 
the contents about. We dug the snow away 
with our hands and found nearly everything. 

We returned to Shannon fsland on June 8. 
In the middle of July ſce drifted on the shore, 
we remained until Aug. 80 but there was still 
no water in view. 

We tried to go southward with the doat. 
but had to leave it, as we could not get it out 
from winter harbor. We had plenty of hunt- 
ing of musk oxen during this fall. 


Took Them for Musk Oxen. 

By means of a sledge we carried our meat 
and boat southward until we reached south- 
gast point on Nov. 10. 

From there we wént over new ice to Bass 
Rock island. We epent last winter there. 
There was plenty of fuel. The winter was 
calm, but cold. We hoped to sledge south- 
ward by Cape Dalton, but were forced to 
give up the effort, being in bad condition 
after the third winter. 

We esledged later on to Winter harbor with 
a report, but were weak, possibly owing to 
the scurvy. We waited there on Bass Rock 
island for eventual relief and were recovered 
somewhat when found. We had long beards 
and hair and little clothes, and our reecuere 
thought we might be musk oxen. They 
would have shot us, but discovered their 
mistake in time.

Calls Many Contests Fakes. 

This statement opens with the declaration

filed before the national committee, were not 
Anetituted in good faith. 

“ The total number of delegates summoned 
to the convention,” says the résumé, “ was 
1,078, with 540 necessary to a choice. Mr. 
Taft had 561 votes on the first and only bal- 
‘lot and was declared the nominee. ‘There 
were instituted against 238 of the delegates 
regularly elected for Taft contests on be- 
half of Roosevelt. These contests were 
avowedly instigated not for the purpose of 
_really securing seats in the convention, not 
tor the purpose of adducing evidence which 
would lead any respectable court to enter - 
tain the contests, but for the purpose of de- 
ceiving the publle into the belief that Mr. 
Roosevelt ' had more votes than he really 
nad, as the conventions. and primaries were 
n progress for the selection of delegates. . 
be 238 contests were reduced by aban- 
donment, formal or in substance, to seventy- 
fur. The. very fact of these 164 frivolous 
comtests itself reflects upon the genuineness 
and validity of the remainder.” 


Review of the Evidence.

“In Temes there were 20 counties, of 
which four have no county government. The 
245 counties under the call of the conven- 
tion were allowed to have something over 
1,000 delegates representing them, who were 
given euthority to cast 248 votes. Of the 
24 counties, there were ninety-nine counties 
in which the total Republioan vote was but 
2,000, im fourteen of which there were no 
Republican voters, in twenty-seven of which 
there were less than ten each, and in none 
of which wae there any Republican organi- 
zation, and in none of which had a, primary 
or convention been held. It was shown that 
Col. Cecil Lyon, to whom had been assigned 
as referee the disposition of the patronage of 
the national Republican administration for 
ten years in the state, had been in the habit 
of controlling the Republican state conven- 
tion by securing from two federal office- 
holders in each of these ninety-nine counties 
a certificate granting a proxy to Col. Lyon, 
or a friend of his, to represent the county, 
as if regularly conferred by a Republican 
county organization. 


Lyon’s Proxy Thrown Out, 

The onal committee and the commit- 
tee on credentials and the convention, after 
“the fullest investigation, decided that these 
‘ninety-nine counties in which the Republican 
vote was so small, and in which there was 
no Republican party, no convention, no pri- 
mary, no organization, was not the proper 
source for a proxy to givea vote equal to that 
to be cast by the other 146 counties in which 
there was a Republican organization, and in 
which primaries or conventions were held. 
The two committees therefore held such 
ninety-nine proxies to be illegal and not the 
basis of proper representation. The two 
tribunals who heard the case decided that 
they should deduct the ninety-nine votes 
from the total of 245 and give the represen- 
tation to those who controlled the majority 
of the remainder. The remainder was 152 
votes, and out of that the Taft men had car- 
ried eighty-mine counties, having ninety 
‘votes. This gave to the Taft men a clear 
majority in the state convention, ahd with it 
eight delegates s large. 


Tenth District of Texas. 

“In the Tenth district, the decision turned 
largely upon the bad faith with which two 
members of the district committee voted in 
the seating of delegates and upon the bad 
faith with which one of them used the proxy 
intrusted to him. . The Taft delegates in 
this case bolted and left the hall and um- 
mediately tn the same building organized 
another convention which consisted of dele- 
gates from six counties. Proceedings were 
regularly held; a permanent organization 
effected: the report of the committee on res- 
olutions adopted, and delegates pledged to 
Taft were elected. The undisputed evidence 
indicated that a flagrant attempt had been 
made to deprive Taft of this district, to which 
he was justly entitled. The national com- 
mittee sustained the title of the Taft dele- 
gates and alternates by a practically unan- 
imous vote.” 

In justifying the action of the credentials 
committee in the Washington case the ré- 
sumé says: 

“The contest in Washington turned on the 
question whether the Taft delegates ap- 
pointed by the county committee in King 
county, in which Seattle ie situate, were 
duly elected to the convention, or whether 
à primary, which was subsequently held, and 
at which Roosevelt delegates were elected, 
was property called, so that its result was 
legal. Under the law the county commit- 
tee had the power to decide whether it would 
select the delegates directly or should call 
a primary. In some counties of the state 
one course Was pursued, and in other coun- | 
ties the other.

question: Under the state law, the delega- 
tion, two from each district, was elected on 
a general ticket, in a group of twenty-six. 
Bach delegate might either express his 
presidential preference or agree to vote for 
the presidential candidate receiving the high- 
est number in the state. In the Fourth dis- 
trict the two candidates from that district on 
the Taft ticket expressed a preference for 
Taft, but did not agree to vote for the 
candidates having the highest state vote. 
These Taft delegates in the Fourth district 
received, a majority of 200 more than the 
Roosevelt delegates in that district. The na- 
tional call forbade any law or the acceptance 
of any law which prevented the election of 
delegates by districts. In other words, the 
call of the national convention was at vari- 
ance with the state law. 

„The state law sought to enforce the state 
unit rule, and required the whole twenty- 
six delegates to be voted for all over the 
state, astigning two to each district on the 
ticket to abide the state wide election, while 
the Republican national convention Nas in- 
sisted upon the unit of the district since 1880. 
That has been the party law. 


Party Above State Law. 

„This convention recognized the party law 
and held it to be more binding than that of 
the state law, and allowed the two delegates 
who had received in the Fourth district a 
vote larger than their two opponents as- 
signed to that district to become delegates 
in the convention. This was clearly lawful, 
for a state has no power to limit or control 
the basis of representation of a voluntary 
national party in a national convention. 

„The fact that President Taft by telegram 
approved all the twenty-six delegate as rep- 
resenting him is said to be an estoppel 
against his claiming the election of two of 
those delegates in their Fourth district.

Judge Dillon of Columbus Will Place 
Withdrawal in Hands of State Com- 
mittee Wednesday. 


Columbus, O. & July 28.—[Specia).]}—Judge 
Edmond B. Dillon of Columbus will not be 
the Republican candidate for governor of 
Ohio. . At Mackinac Island he announced 
tonight his purpose to withdraw from the 
ticket. 

He will place his formal withdrawal in 
the hands of the Republican state central 
committee, which meets here Wednesday.

Welcomes Break from Old Party. 

Dean Kirchwey voiced the opinion of this 
element among the Progressives, He pointed 
out how essential to a new party movement 
is the possession of clean cut issues and a 
plain broad line of demarcation from all 
previously existing patties.

TWO CONVENTIONS LIKELY. 

Lincoln, Neb., July 28.—Republican leaders 
on both sides tonight could see little chance 
of a compromise between the opposing fac- 
tions prior to the meeting of the state con- 
vention next Tuesday. Harmony seemed 
further from a reality than at any time since 
the lines were drawn. 

It is generally admitted that unless to- 
morrow shows a way, two conventions will 
be held, two state committees named, and 
two platforms adopted, distinctly opposed 
to each other.

Kern a Real Progressive. 


There was a hitch, however, that kept Mr. 
Kern at home that year. The hitch was

Tag- 
gart built up his machine while mayor of 
Indianapolis. Kealing’s machine was nur- 
tured under the administrations of other 
men. 

When the fight was waged on Beveridge, 
conferences between Taggart and Kealing 
were not unusual. They are said to have 
met in the Denison hotel, in the shadow of 
the state house. This hotel is reported to 
be owned jointly by Taggart and Crawford 
Fairbank, the Terre Haute brewer. The re- 
sult of this deal was the election of Demo- 
cratic members of the legislature from the 
Marion county districts. Similar results

Washington, D. C., July 28.—[S8pecial.]—

In any event, a revolt is 
promised among the house Democrats 
against the caucus rule of no battleships. 


Views of Representative Foss, 

Discussing the situation today, Repre- 
sentative Foss of Chicago, who is the rank- 
ing member of the minority of the naval af 
fairs committee, and who will lead the fight 
in the house for two battleshipm said: 

“The Democratic party has gotten itself 
into a hole from which it will have a hard 
time to pull out and square itself with the 
American people. They have been trying to 
pose as the friend of the American navy, and 
m their platform adopted at the Baltimore 
convention they boasted that their party was 
the sponsor for the American navy and the

LAWYERS PLAN RELIEF. 


Bar of United States Supreme 
“Court Urged to Contrib- 
ute to Fund. 


[BY A STAFF ‘CORRESPONDENT. ]} 

Washington, D. C., July 28.—[ Special. y- 
The bar of the Supreme court of the United 
States has been asked to contribute $40,000 
for the relief of the widow and daughters of 

the late Associate Justice John M. Harlan. 
This procedure was made necessary be- 
cause of what is described ae the desti- 
tute condftion of Mrs. Harlan and her girls. 
Uore than a thousand lawyers throughout 
the country were asked to make contribu- 


8 “tions of $500 each, and it is the peat of the 
men behind the movement, f the returns 
already received, that no difficulty will be 
-experienced in providing the nest egg” 
desired. 
Mr. Harlan was known in legal circles as 
“the honest judge. Upon his death he left 
less than $2,500. Congress will appropriate 
, $12,500—equivalent to a year's salary—for the 
_ (benefit of Mrs. Harlan. The associate justice 
left two sons—one, John M. Harlan. who is 
@ practicing lawyer of Chicago, and the 
other, James S. Harlan, a member of the in- 
terstate commerce commission, * receives 
a salary of $10,000 a year. 


Both Sons Have Families. 

It is explained, however, that both the 
gons have families to support, anc that it is 
desirable that Mrs. Harlan and Ler daugh- 
ters should have an independent income. 

The Harlan case is regarded as proof of the 

mecessity of providing a pension for the 
widows of public officials. Congress will not 
make such a grant in Mrs. Harlan's case, 
however, because a precedent would thereby | 
be established which might be embarrassing 
in the future. : 
_ The letter in the interest of Mrs. Harlan 
‘gent to lawyers practicing before the Su- 
‘preme court is signed by Joseph H. Choate, 
‘Lewis Cass Ledyard, Elbridge T. Young, 
William D. Guthrie, Victor Morawitz, Fran- 
‘cis L. Stetson, John L. Cadwallader, William 
Nelson Cromwell, John G. Johnson, and 
Elihu Root. It says: 

* We are credibly informed that Mr. Jus- 
tice Harlan, after his long, laborious, and ' 
distinguished career of thirty years and 
more upon the bench, died leaving his family 
“wholly unprovided for, the house in Wash- 
ington, their home, being mortgaged up to 
its full value. Outside of that equity there is, 
as we are told, less than $2,500, to which con- 
gress probably will add, as it did in the case 
of Mrs. Brewer, a year’s salary of $12,500, 
but that will only yield about $600 or §700. 


Propose to Give $500 Each. 
„We do not think that the bar of the Su- 
preme court should allow such a state of 
things to continue, or that the wife and two 
daughters of the late justice should be per- 


mitted to remain in this really destitute ; 


condition. Although we did not always 
agree with Justice Harlan's decisions, there 
ie no doubt of his earnest and patriotic de- 
sire to discharge the great duties of his office 
according to his best lights. 
“Under these circumstances, we propose 
* gach to contribute, for the relief of his family 
—that is to say, of his wife and two daughters 
the sum of $500 in the hope of raising for 
their benetfit not. less than $40,000, the same 
to be placed im the hands of Charles Henry 
Butler, reporter of the court, and of the 
marsha! of the court jointly, in trust, to apply 
the same in their discretion to the use and 
benefit of Mrs. Harlan and her daughters, 
either principal or interest, or both. 
Mrs. Harlan is an aged lady, not much 
younger, we believe, than her husband, and 
the two daughters are of middle age, but 
have not been qualified for any profession or 
Lusiness by which they could earn their Hv- 
ing, although they are now struggling to do

Jane Addams Sees Distrust. 
Miss Jane Addams of Hull House, in an 
article in the American Journal of Sociology, 
comments upon the courts as follows: 
From my experience, I should say that 
perhaps the one symptom among working 
men which most distinctly indicates a class 
feeling is the growing distrust of the integ- 
rity of the courts, the belief that the pres- 
ent judge has been a corporation attorney, 
that his sympathies and experience and his 
whole view of life is on the corporation's 
side.” 
Gov: Aldrich of Nebraska, on Sept. 14, 1911, 
in commenting upon the courts, said: 
Probably a whole lot of this trouble comes 
from the fact that in many inetances these 
inferior courts are composed of lawyers who 
owe their position, not so much to their legal 
attainments and profound learning, as they |, 
do to political service rende That ex- 
plains why in so many instance’ these court 
opinions sound very like the argument of a 
lawyer who holds a brief of a railroad com- 
pany rather than an important, influen- 
tial, and powerful position at the hands of 
the judicial system of our country.“ 


Dr. Hadley Urges Reforms. 

President Hadley of Yale university wrote 
an article on the Constitutional Position 
of Property in America.“ In it he said: 

The general status of the property owner 
under the law canriot be changed by the ac 
tion of the legislature, or the executive, or 
the people of the state voting at the polls, or 
all three put together. It cannot be changed 
without consensus of opinion among judges 
which should lead them to retrace their old 
views, or an amendment to the constitution 
of the United States by the slow and cum- 
berrome machinery provided for that pur- 
pose; or, last—and I hope most improbable— 
a revolution.” 

Delos F. Wilcox on Oct. 22, 1908, in the 
Independent, made some comments upon the 
Hadley article. Among other things he said: 

What millions of plain men have inarticu- 
lately felt, President Hadley has turned into 


slean cut phrases that will live for many a 


day. President Hadley has explained so 
simply and so clearly that no citizen with any 
intelligence at. all can fail to see precisely 
what it is that democracy in Americe is up | 
against. 


Gilbert Roe Criticises Judiciary. 

Gilbert E. Roe in his recent book, Our 
Judieial Oligarchy,”’ says: 

The publi¢ complains less that decisions 
are a long time in coming than it does that 
they are wrong when they do come. I do not 
suppose that the bar associations and the 
judges who are focusing attention upon the 
subjects of delay, expense, and reversals for 
technical causes, incident to our présent judi- 
cial procedure, intend to divert public atten- 
tion from the real abuses, although there 
may be same ungenerous enough to suggest 
that this is the explanation of the recom- 
mendations for judtcial reform. 

The real basis of complaint is not that 
the judges haven't enough power, but that 
they have too much; it is not so much thet 
litigation is costly as that its results are 
unsatisfactory; it is not that justice is de- 
layed, but that it is denied.” 


Comment by Senator La Follette. 

In his introduction to this book Senator 
La Follette says: 

“Mr. Roe feels that our problem today is 
not merely one of bad and corrupt judges, 
but rather one of ‘ conservative,’ technically 
ridden judges who are seeking to apply to 
modern conditions the principles of the an- 
cient law. I know no other volume that is 
so helpful to an understanding of the prob- 
I know 
of no other discussion that contains saner 
or more constructive suggestions for solving 
those problems.” 

These quotations clearly indicate that some 
of the more prominent thinkers of the coun- 
try believe they foresee shadows approach- 
ing. Persons less known to fame are think- 
ing about the same subject. Bar associa- 
tions in nearly all states are discussing and 
have discussed for some time reforms of 
various characters. Law reform has been 
discussed in the IIIinois bar meetings for 
twenty-nine years. Little progress, how- 
ever, has been made towards e 
anything definite. 

Courts Cost County 83,300, 000. 

These quotations also indicate the im- 
portance of the problem. In Chicago the Im- 
portance can also be estimated in dollars. 
For justice from the courts of record this 
year, Chicago will spend $8,300,000. This 
amount can be traced with some degree of 
accuracy. That is the amount which will 
come out of the public treasuries. It repre- 
sents the cost of judges, juries, bailiffs, clerks, 


process servers, public prosecutors, defend- | 


ing attorneys, and the time spent and wasted 
by public employés in courtrooms.

Other Items Increase Expenditure. 

To obtain a grand total of the cost of jus- 
tice there should be added the cost of oper 
ating the Criminal Court butiding, a large 
part of the county and other buildings where 
courts, clerks, attorneys, and other attachés 
are housed. In addition there should be a 
depreciation and an interest charge. If it 
were desirable to get the money paid by in- 
dividuals in addition to that paid from the 
public treasuries, the incomes of the 5,000 to 
6,000 attorneys should be estimated Not 
even the federal government has. published 
any recent estimates of the average incomes 
of lawyers, according to the city lfbrarian. 

It might also be proper to add the oost of | 
maintaining the jail, house of correetion, and 
other corrective institutions. In the jail 
there is a considerable number who are 
awaiting hearings in the Municipal court. 
the Criminal court, or an indictment from 
the grand jury. 

Counting only one person each ede of each 
piece of litigation pending, which ts extreme- 
ly conservative, there are 70,000 persons in- 
terested in the cases now pending] in court.

Detectives Present New Evi- 
dence Regarding Mur- 
der of Gambler. 


BLOOD MONEY ON WHEEL. 


Slayers Hurry from Scene to Rou- 
lette and $5,000 Goes 
from Them. 


New. York, July 28.—[Spectal.J]—The first 
results of the investigation by Burns detect- 
ives of the murder of Herman Rosenthal 
have been flashed to District Attorney Whit- 
man in the form of a report that the five men 
who shot down the gambler walked straight 
from the Metropole to a red automobile, 
waiting near Dighth avenue and Forty-thiréd 
street, drove to Far Rockaway, and lost the 
price of the murder, $5,000, in a few days’ 
gambling in a house kept by Jack Rose him- 
self. 

Whitman bases upon the preliminary re- 
ports received from W. J. Burnes’ agents his 
belief that the police have only a muddled 
and confused knowledge of the circum- 
stances of the killing and of the retreat of the 
assassins. He says that there is now reason 
to believe that some of the murderers did 
not escape in the gray car driven by Shapiro. 


Sneaked Back to Town. 

The work of the Burns detectives has in- 
dicated that the five gangmen who pistoled 
Rosenthal were at Far Rockaway until a 
few days ago, that they received daily news 
of the hue and cry while they flung upon 
the roulette table the proceeds of their crime, 
and that, when luckless play and hard drink- 
ing had emptied their pockets, they sneaked, 
one by one, back to town and went into 
hiding. 

The story that proceeds from the Burns 
inquiry places a new name on the list of 
the assassine—"* Kitty Second,” a furtive 
rascal of east side haunts, one down in the 
police books as a pickpocket and devoted 
also to satchel thieving, hotel prowling, and 
whatever cunning criminal work would fill 
his pockets. The names of the others are 
those of the four whom Deputy Commis- 
‘sioner Dougherty has advertised as 
the actual murderers—‘'‘Gip the Blood.“ 
Whitey Lewis, Dago Frank,“ and 
Lefty Loule.”’ 

The information of the district attorney is 
thar Lefty Loule,’’ “‘ Whitey Lewis, and 
Glp the Blood were the three that crept 
close to Rosenthal when he appeared un- 
suspectingly on the threshold of the Metro- 
pole and fired the shots, While Kitty Sec- 
ond” and “ Dago Frank flanked the mur- 
derers with drawn pistols, ready to shoot 
down, any man that interfered with the kill- 
ing. * 


Twenty in Plot. 

As the Burns men have it, there were at 
least twenty in the conspiracy to silence 
Rosenthal. Not merely Forty-third street in 
the neighborhood of the Metropole was sen- 
tineled by gangsters. Pickets from the east 
side were posted in Broadway and Sixth 
avenue. 

Money appeared from strange pockets. 
The riffratf of Chinatown and the Zelig ter- 
ritory that centers in Allen street were pay- 
ing their way with the change of large bills. 
The ‘ lookouts,’’ the pickets, were as the 
Burns investigation shows, hiring every taxi 
that came to the Metropole and getting it out 
of the street. 

If the latest Information of the district 
attorney runs straight, the gray car was not 
designed for the use of the pistol men. It 
was a car for the scouts and spies. They 
went one way and the actual killer took an- 
other path, unobserved in the furious to-do. 


Two Held in Milwaukee. 

Milwaukee, Wits., July 28.—[Special.]—Two 
men suspected of being implicated in the 
murder of Herman Rosenthal, the New, 
York gambler, were picked up by Milwaukee 
detectives at the Union station today and are 
being held at central station. The police re- 
fused to give any information concerning 


the men.

The Empress of Britain eadled from Quebec 
on Friday evening, with 700 passengers, for 
Europe. The Helvetia was bound from Syd- 
ney for Montreal with a cargo of 8,000 tons 
of coal. 

Collide Off Lighthouse. 

The collision occurred about ten miles west 
of Fame Point, Quebec, a lighthouse station 
on the southern shore of the St. Lawrence 
river, near where it empties into the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence. This is approximately 300 
miles from Quebec. 

Although the accident occurred at 4:45 
o'clock, yesterday, definite news was not 
received until today, when Capt. Murray of 
the Empress reported to the authorities here 
and at Quebec that his vessel was badly stove 
in about the bows and its fore compartments 
filled with water.

The most profoundly constructive activity

ONS | im America today is what ie called the child 


welfare movement. At represents state 
building, nation building, race building in 
the most practical and yet the most ideal 
istic sense. 

It is not necessary to insist or enlarge 
upon that. But it is significant how more 
and more thought and effort are being con- 
eentered upon the problem of the child, how 
the idea of education is broadening and deep- 
ening and advancing with the aid not only of 
the expert pedagogue but of the physician 
and the sociologist. | 

Now more than ever before the educa- 
tional ideal in America is expressible in 
Juvenal formula, mens sana in corpore 
sano, and the school of the future whose 
outlines we are even now realizing may 
accomplish that balance and harmony and 
completeness of individual development 
which modern conditions so seriously 
threaten. 

In the July number of that interesting 
new magazine, The Child, one of the most 
effective workers toward the newer ideals 
discusses what he calls, we hope prophet-. 
ically, the twentieth century public 
school.” The writer is Supt. William Wirt 
of the Gary public schools. : 

Supt. Wirt declares that “ the worst pos- 
sible form of an educational plant is a mas- 
sive brick and stone building with every 
device perfected for keeping children quiet 
in a etraitjacket school seat all day long.“ 
Education is not merely the mechanical 
study of books nor the child a machine. 

“The twentieth century public school,” 
says Supt. Wirt, “saves the taxpayers 
money by providing, first, classrooms and 
libraries where the child can study books 
and recite from books; second, playgrounds, 
gympasiums, and swimming pools where 
the child can play and secure a general phys 
ical training; third, shops, gardens, drawing 
rooms, and laboratories where the child can 
work and learn to do efficiently many things 
by doing them; fourth, an auditorium where 
wy lectures, recitals, dramatization, phono- 
graph, player piano, etereopticon lantern 
and motion pictures the visual and auditory 
education of the child may be done ef- 
geatly.” 

The estimate of saving in first cost and 
maintenance need not be given here. What 
le more important than money economy is 
the social economy involved in the tremen- 
dous vitalization of education thus expanded 
and its effect upon the whole development of 
the child. The waste of attention, of time, 
and energy under our present system is 
large. If schools are what they ought to 
be children will want to be in school and 
can afford to be in school much longer hours 
and all the year round. 

The universal problem of keeping tha 
children in school has been solved,” Supt. 
Wirt asserts. “The school provides a real 
life so that the child wants to educate him- 
pelf at the very moment that he has the op- 
portunity. The play impulse is transformed 
into a work {mpulse so that real pleasure is 
experienced in work. The school life cre- 
ates a need and desire fer the academic and 
cultural work of the school. There is no at- 
tempt to remove the difficulties, The sup- 
posed distasteful work of the schoo! is not 
sugar coated with eentimentalism. The 
wasted time and the misdirected energy of 
the street and alley are utilized to awaken 
ambition, develop initiative, and ereate 
power in the child, so that he can find rea] 
joy in the mastery of difficulties. The child 
is busily and actively engaged the year 
round educating himself.“ 

Supt. Wirt’s summary on behalf of his 
many sided modern school conveys a eug- 
gestion which it is hoped will bear fruit in 
echool boards throughout the land. The 
twentieth century school, he sa ya, gives the 
ehild not a shop, not a playground, but » 
life.”

PLAGUE. 

T is rather easy to watch and to isolate 
plague afflicted people, but plague in 
rats is a difficult proposition. Therefore 
plague is a jumping disease. It jumps 
from td wn to town, over others to an- 

other. 

A small boy playing near the Southern 
Pacific freight yards in Los Angeles was bit- 
ten by a ground squirrel. He became sick, 
had buboes, was feverish. His physician 
called for several days, but was still puzzled 
over a diagnosis, when he asked Dr. Powers 
to help. Dr. Powers, who had seen plague, 
inquired if the boy had been around rats. 
No, but he had caught a sick squirrel. 
Presto! the boy had plague. Los Angeles 
was infected. A freight car had brought 


long jump, but one easily understood in the 
light of the yard full of empty grain cars 
near by. 

The moral is—to prevent plague from 
getting a foothold in acommunity two things 
are necessary—rats must be watched, and 
the people, especially the doctors, must know 
the disease when they see it. 


— 

The three kinds of plague are bubonic, 
septicemic, and pneumonic. In the bubonic 
type the lypmh glands, and particularly 
those in the groin, filter the bacteria out of 
the lymph, keeping most of them from get- 
ting into the blood. 

In the septicemic form the bacteria get 
right into the blood stream, and the groin 
glands, not being choked with them, do not 
swell up; in other words, do not make 
buboes, 

In the pneumonle form the bacteria are 
carried into the lungs by the air and cause 
pnenmonia. 

In a given epidemic the type of the dis- 
ease is eitller pneymonic or bubonic, the sep- 
ticemic cases being modifications of the bu- 
bonic type. The recent Manchurian epi- 
demic was pneumonic, those of California, 
Cuba, Porto Rico, and South Ameriga bu- 
bonic. 

The bubonic form starts with a chill, fol- 
lowed by a fever, which may go.as high as 
108. About this thme the glands begin to 
ewell. Generally the swelling is limited to 
one group of glands. This group is the one 
which serves as a filter for that part of the 
body through which the infection entered. 
There is nausea, vomiting, aching, and pro- 
found prostration. Later there is etupor, 
delirium, and unconsciousness. The glands 
may break down—may suppurate. There 
may be hemorrhage from the nose or from 
any mucous membrane. There may be 
small hemorrhages under the skin. 


— 
Any physician who reads this description 
will recall cases of infection—so called 
blood poisoning—in which there was just this 
train of symptoms, If the pared corn or 
the needle prick had been overlooked the 

case might have easily been called plague. 
It takes a good deal of mental alertness, 
and usually a bacteria] examination, to de- 
cide whether a bubonic fever is due to pus 
germs or plague bacillus. There are cases 
of blood poisoning where the cocci get past 


an infected rodent from San Francisco—a . 


the glands and into the blood stream. If in 
cases the cut toe or finger is overlooked 
alertness and judgment are required to de- 
cide whether the germ in the blood ls a 
streptococcus or a aa bacterium. 
The first plague prevention requirement is 
that physicians be able to know the disease 
when they see it.

I do not think it possible. The morphine habdit 
is a worse disease than the whisky habit. The 
person should go into a good inatitution prepared 
to stay long enough to get built up. Drug users 
are usually neurasthenics and they need mental 
and nerve upbuilding.

was the second president of the third French 
republio. 

Col de MacMahon bas inherited along with 
the family chftteau de la Forét in the Lolret 
and the family mansion in the Rue de Bel- 
chasse in Parig, hig father’s title of Duc de 
Magenta, which the marshal won in 1859 
on the battlefield of that name He does not, 
however, make use of it, and will probably 
refrain from doing #o; at any rate until he 
attains the rank of general. Hitherto he 
has been In command of the First battalion 
of the One Hundred and Twenty-ninth reg!- 
ment of infantry at Havre, where he lived 
quietly and unpretentiously with his royal 
wife, Princess Marguerite of Orleans, daugh- 
ter of that Duo de Chartres who with his 
prother, the Comte de Paris, served on the 
staff of Gen. McClellan during the 
civil war. 

The colonel in appearance takes after his 
mother, a sister of the last Duo de Caatries, 
rather than after his father, for, like her, he 
is extraordinarily good humored and de- 
posed to embonpoint. Hehas three children, 
the youngest a boy of 7, who will inherit the 


—Eugene, who is the black sheep of the fam- 
ily and who, after a most stormy career in 
France and the colonjes—a cause of much 
sorrow and expense to his parente—the Duke 
and Duchess of Magenta—vanished some- 
where in the Orient, and Emanuel who, a 
soldier like Patrick, hes for Some months 
commanded the One Hundred and Fifty-fifth 
regiment of infantry at Commercy.

Descended of the ancient Anglo-Norman 
house of Fitzurse, whose name in Irish be- 
comes MacMahon, both the colonels are the 
great grandéons of an Irish physician who 
settled down to the practice of his profession 
in 1742 at Autun. Marrying a rich widow 
he became through her the owner of a large 
estate in Burgundy, was created a marquie 
by Louis XVI., and died at Spa in 1775. 

It was his eldest son, the second Marquis 
de MacMahon, who by his marriage to Mile, 
de Caraman of the ducal house of that name 
became the father of several sons, one of 
the younger, of theso being the already men- 
tioned Marshal of France, Duc de Magenta. 

The first marquis, the Irish physician, had 
a younger brother, John, who in 17386 en- 
tered the the Irish college at Paris, with the 

object of becoming a priest. Changing his 
mind he also turned to medicine, and was 
appointed a surgeon in the French army. 
Later he was attached in a confidential ca- 
pacity to the French embassy at Berlin, 
where he became acquainted with ee 
the Great and Voltaire. 

Returning to Paris in 1770 he was ap- 
pointed chief medical officer of the Ecole 
Militaire, and married an American, a Miss 
Springham Clarke of Philadelphia. He also 
was medical adviser to Benjamin Franklin 
in Paris, receiving from that father of 
American diplomacy in token of gratitude 
a gold snuff box bearing his portrait.

De Tracy, so the story goes, 
tried again and again to escape from the 
kingdom, but the winds of heaven refused to 
waft him over the sea, Furious storms al- 
ways drove his ship back against the Engen 
coast, and to this day the following saying 
ie current throughout the west country about 
his descendants: 

“The Tracys have always the wind in 
their faces.“ 

As for De Brito and Hugh de Morville, the 
remaining assassins, they managed, it is 
ald, to reach Rome, whence they were sent 
by the pope to do penance in the Holy Land, 
but were never heard of again after start- 
ing on their pilgrimage. Hugh de Morville 
is supposed to have died in or before the 
year 1202, at which time certain ancient reo- 
ords show thet his two daughters assumed 
possession of his estates as coheiresses. -

Lord Chesham, who has just arrived on 
these shores with his uncle and heir, Col. the 
Hon, William Chesham, formerly of the 
Grenadier guards, for a tour through the 
United States and Canada, is but 18 years 
of age and good looking.

tenant oolonel.

At any rate this affair was held by 
the authorities at the war department to be 
such a piece of “ insubordination,” “ disre 
spect to a superior officer,” and general disre- 
gard of the military regulations that he wae 
asked to send in his papers.

PASTEURIZED MILK THE DDS. 

Chicago, July 24.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
In any discusaion of the milk question by 
the council the health interests of this com- 
munity should have first place. It isan undis- 
puted fact that some cases—many sani- 
tarians believe a large number of cases—of 
diphtheria, soarlet fever, typhoid fever, and 
tuberculosis are due to infection conveyed 
in raw milk. Unless condition are main- 
tained which prevent the entrance of infec- 
tion into the milk during collection and trans- 
portation the most effective safeguard is 
compulsory pasteurization. It isan ¢xploded 
superstition that pasteurized milk hag lost 
any desirable qualities. Investigation haa 
clearly established that pasteurized milk is 
as easily digested dnd asgimilated and as 
wholesome in every respeot as raw milk. 

The milk ordinance in the form in which 
it went to the council last Monday night is 
an excellent one It should be passed. Heavy 
responsibiltiy wil rest on those who do not 
actively further this well planned attempt to 
secure a safe milk supply for Chicago,

No Repeal for Ne Temere. 


ROME, July 28.— The report that the pope 
has repealed the decree Ne Temere is abso- 
lutely unfounded, nor ig it likely ever to be 
revoked, as it embodies provisions which have 
governed the church -procedure for two cen- 
turies. 

It is probable the misunderstanding with 
respect to the repeal of the decree arose 
through the suspension of the provision re- 
lating to mixed marriages in Germany and 
Hungary. The Qther provisions of the “Ne 
Temere,” however, are in full force in those 
two countries, while in the United States and 
England all provisions of the decree without 
exception are still in force. 

Thus a marriage vetween Catholic and 
Protestant without the sanction of the parish 
priest is null. It is said the United States 
and England may later obtain a change in 
that provision,

roys, was brought to 
Chicago by Thomas 
O’Connor of Erie, Pa. 
Pat O'Malley, founder 
and former president of 
the Night of the Big 
Wind club, is now the 
proud possessor of the 
trousers that crossed 
the Atlantic on the gale 
of Jan. 6, 1839. 
O’Connor is president 
of the Erie baseball 
club of the Central 
league. In presenting 
the corduroys to O' Mal- 
ley he said: 
“My grandfather was 
a County Limerick man, 
and he lived on a small 
farm adjoining that of 
Patrick O'Malley, your 
grandfather. 
was called Ballyagrahan. About a year before 
the big wind my grandfather left Ireland and 
came to America. He settled at Erie, Pa. He 
was short of money when he left home, and 
your grandfather loaned him £10, or $50. The 
first money he earned he paid the loan and 
wrote thanking your grandfather for his kind- 


ness. 

„Two days after the big wind— that is, on 
Jan. 8, 1839 — my grandfather O'Connor found 
a pair of corduroy breeches in a treetop on 
sthe bank of Lake Erie. He sent my father, 
who was a young lad, after them, and on ex- 
amining the trousers he found the letter that 
he had written to O'Malley in one of the 
pockets.

Free Cook Books. 


EVERAL people have lately applied to this 
column for information about certain free 
cook books, and also for books about 
foods. . The best free cook books in the 
world, and some of the best little docu- 

ments on foods, their nutritive value, and so 
forth, are to be obtained free or for a few 
cents from the United States government. 

The free books are to be obtained by ad- 
dressing the agricultural department, farmers 
bulletin section, mentioning the number of the 
bulletin you want. 

One of the latest, most helpful, and most 
quoted of these bulletins—a famous cook has 
just taken four pages of matter from it, here 
and there, and copyrighted it as his own as an 
introduction of a lot of meat recipes—is farmers’ 
bulletin No. 891 on “ Boonomical Use of Meat 
in the Home.” Thie contains a good many valu- 
able recipes and general matter, conclusions 
from many scientific experiments on meat. 

Then there is farmers’ bulletin No. 256— 
„Preparation of Vegetables for the Table,” by 
Maria Parloa. This is nearly all recipes. 

Farmers’ bulletin No, 128—"“ Eggs and Their 
Uses,” by C. F. Langworthy—is one of the bul- 
letins that every girl in a cooking school usually 
must possess, It tells the place of eggs in the 
diet, their digestibility and their composition, 
and of their preservation. 

Farmers’ bulletin No. 129—" Sweet Potatoes” 
—is all about these vegetables, with recipes. 


Farmers’ bulletin No. 74—* Milk as Food 
contains forty-two facts about milk. 

Farmers’ bulletins Nos. 2038 and 359 are on 
the subject of canning. The first of fruits, 
the second of vegetables. In the latter in par- 
tioular we have the science of sterilization, 
how to close and open cans, etc.
